Aa this Is the last year 
tor the preaent council they hope to 
have the ayatom Inatalled and in per- 
fect working order before the end of 
the year. 

Everyone Is generally of the opi.ilon 
that the present system has thus far 
been a decided failure. Where the 
ayatom has failed la a question. Many 
are atlll of the opinion that the system 
la the beat the elty oould adopt but 
that It baa been unaucoeaafully work- 
ed. 

The Municipal PlgRery has a great 
many warm advocates and there are 
many still of the opinion that the city 
■hould purchase a herd of hoRs to be 
kept at the city's farm and employ of- 
fnifX garbage coUeotora to gather the 
garbage and feed it to the otty boga. 
Thia plan will probably eome up for 
general diacuaaion at the meeting of 
the Laws and Ordinance Committee on 
Wednesday night and the question may 
come to the floor of council at the next 
regular monthly meeting of the City 
Fathera,

Congresaman William J. Fields, of 

Olive Hill, Introduced hla first bill in 
the present Congress Monday after- 
noon and the measure provides for the 
Improvement of two river harbors 
within his diatrlct— the Ninth Congres- 
sional district 

The bill appropriates a sum of 
money for the construction of ice piers 
at l-oulsa In the Big Sandy river and 
for the "repair, Improvement and con- 
Btr\iction of ice picra in the linrbor at 
MaysvlUe, on the Ohio river. " This Is 
practically the same measure which 
Congressman Pieida Introduced at the 
last aeaalon of Congress but which 
went by default beoauae of the many 
calls for finances because of the 'ViTorld 
War. Mr. Fields in correspondence 
with .Maysvilie peoijie recently in re- 
gard to this measure was quite certain 
that he would be able to get favorable 
committee action on the meaaure at 
an early date and get the appropria- 
tion In a very abort time. 

It will be remembered that this mat 
ter was taken up with the Congress- 
man from this district shorlly after tlu' 
big Ice break up of more than a year 
ago. At that time the Maysviile har- 
bor proved its worth many times over 
In saving thousands of dollars worth 
of craft for the government and this 
argument will be uaed in support of 
the measure. 

The original bill provides for an np- 
propriation of $75,UOi) for the \rays- 
vllle harbor and government engineers 
have recommended the use of this sum 
in raising the three piers now in the 
looal harbor about ten feet higher than 
at preaent and for the construction of 
two more plera some distance up- 
river from the present three and It wn ; 
proposed that one of the new piers 
should be nearer the sliore than the 
inside pier at present. 

When It waa auggested that the gi v 
ernment ahould Improve the local har- 
bor, the Mayavllle Chamber of Com- 
merce and those Intereated aaked for- 
mer Congressman James N. Kehoe, 
wlu) was responsil)!!' for the first piers 
being built here, to act as a committee 
of one In an endeavor to get the gov- 
ernment's appropriation for the pro- 
poced improrement and he has been 
very busy ever since in Mie endeavor. 
Those who are in a position to know, 
believe that there will he little IrouMo 
In passing the measure this time ami 
that we can feel certain tliat tlic Mays- 
viile harbor will soon be one of the 
beat on the Ohio river between Pttis- 
i>urg and Cairo. » 

Senator Baokham has on various oc- 
pasiona in communications with the 
local Chamber of /Commerce assured 
them that he was heartily In favor of 
ail Ohio river improvement and espe- 
cially that section which touched Ills 
own state and he can be counted on to 
support the meaaure In the Senate 
while it la known that Senator Stan 
ley will land bis very hearty support 
to the moaanra at all tinea.

His ol)servntions support the already well 
established belief tiiat the German revolution was eomouflaKe staged 
to deceive tlie world and designed to be the best possible means for 
saving something from the wreek. 

But, as Harden jioints out, the government's proclamations and 
speeches have only been bad copies f the Kaiser's time and the camou- 
llage has not liecn sufliciently clever to conceal the hands of the old 
jjuuker class as the power behind the scene. "With Hindenburg and 
Bemstorff practically the rulers of Germany there has been no real 
change. The mental attitude disi)luycd liy the Germans since signing 
the armistice and the arrogance and isolencc at the congi'css of Ver- 
sailles has made it impossible for the Allies to make any material 
modification of their terms. Indeed, their terms are milder than Ger- 
many had any right to cx|>cct. Tlic one criticism of them from the 
remainder of the world is that tliey are too moderate.
